Nearly every one in Mount Holly, N. 
J., had.forgotten that the Mount Holly 
National Bank was robbed more than 
fou: ago by Clifford S. Heller, 
its it cashier, who disappeared 
with $18,510 from a vault with the lock 
of which he had.tampered in .such a 
way that it took experts two days to 
open it. 

Heller deserted his wife and two chil- 
dren. Mrs. Heller and the couple’s 
daughter have since died. The bank was 
reimbursed by a-bonding company ‘and

No one 
knows just how, but a prosperous, hard- 
working and apparently honest and up- 
Tight citizen of Detroit suddenly saw 
the mask stripped from his. identity 
when three detectives walked into the 
office where for years he had done 
business as L. W. Smith, dealer in iron 
and steel, called him Heller, wrung a 
confession of his identity from him and 
led -him off to a cell. 


Heller’? Associates Amazed. 


Heller’s drrest was effected by two 
Detroit detectives and Thomas Wilcox 
of the Bureau of Investigation of the 
Department of Justice. They will di- 
vide the $500 reward offered for his 

eapture. They refused to tell how they 
picked up a trail so long cold. 

According to word that reached Mount 
Holly after Heller’s arrest, his sudden 
unmasking was received with amaze- 
ment by his. associates. Office asso- 
ciates who shared his suite, but were not 
actually. in business-with him, refused 
to believe that he was a criminal until 
they had made’inquiry at Police Head- 
quarters. Even then they insisted 
“Smith”? was the last fhan they would 
have suspected of dishonesty, because 
he was generous, kindly and apparently 
open and aboveboard in all his dealings. 

Once the law had found him out, 
Heller, now 52 years old, made a. clean 
breast of it. He said he had gone 
straight for years, love having worked 
his reformation. He: married a De- 
troit girl of good family and maintained 
her in a nice home at 393 Phillip Ave 
nue, He told her~nothing of his past. 
When detectives invaded his office at 
492 Wayne Street, his wife was down. 
town shopping. She made several tele- 
phone inquiries for her husband, but 
did not learn ‘until after he had been 
locked up that he had been seized as

The Star, thinks He was 
a New York antique dealer who:-made a 
trip’ to: England in April. of-Jast year 
and seems to have been after evén' mote 
ambitious game, for it is recorded that 
he made notes<of almost every cottection 
in Scotland and England, from the 
crown jewels to ancient stones in. the 
British Muséum. .The Star also gives 
this: New Yorker’s home as “‘thée west 
coast of America.”’ 

Both newspapers agree that the 
cracksmen sélected for purloining the 
| Jewels came from the United States, but 
The News has more details. [t relates 
how the millionaire, when he ‘was last 
inspecting the collection at Bath House, 
hung so long and so lovingly over it 
that he had to be ordered away, and it 
asserts that the burglars spent a pleas- 
ant nine days in London looking over 
their objective before they brought off 
their coup on June 11. 


Burglars Said te Have Had Yacht. 


They took, it is agreed, about an hour 
and a half on the job and had an auto- 
mobile awaiting them in a near-by 
street. In this they ran down to Dover, 
where they boarded a steam yacht to 
run them over to France. After that 
it was easy for them to catch a liner 
at Cherbourg” to carry them to New 
York. 

Here The News gets picturesque again. 
It describes how the burglars rushed to 
a telephone and called up Chicago. They 
announced their success only to be told 
by a grief-stricken butler that his master 
and their employer had passed away 
just an hour and a half before. Conse- 
quently, both newspapers agreé, the 
burglars, rather than destroy such, beau- 
tiful works of art, brought them back to 
England and started negotiations to see 
how much of the £5.000 reward a 
for “them they could collect. 

Unfortunately. at the office of ‘sir 
Charles Russell, solicitor to Lady Lud- 
low, it was said that nothing had been 
héard before this afternoon of this story. 

The Evening Standard, meanwhile, is 
much more -prosaic. It announces on 
Sir Charles’s authority, that the jewels 
were traced through the instrumentality 
of Scotland Yard.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Unanimous 
agreement was reached in the Senate 
today to begin on Jan. 6 the cornsider- 
ation of President Coolidge’s veto of the 
bill increasing the salaries of postal em- 
ployes. Discussion is to continue until 
a vote is, taken, the agreement specify- 
ing that the remarks of each Senator 
should be limited to. ten mieten after 
the first day. 

Senators learned today that a the in- 
stance . Coolidge an alleged, 
scandal in connection with the passage 
of-the salary increase bill was to be 
disclosed. The disclosure; it Was stated, 
would/come with the arrest 6f the Sén- 
ate employe on the charge that he had 
accepted a bribe to assist in procuring 
the passage of the salary increase meas- 
ure, Until the arrest is made the name 
of the accused will be withheld. 

Information presented personally to 
President Coolidge caused him to take 
action with a View to exposure of the 
alleged effort to employ questionable 
methods to pass the bill. Within. the 
last twenty-four hours he has sent for 
several Senators to: give them this in- 
formation and to devise ways.and means 
of dealing with the situation. 

The story told today was that the 
President had been told that a Senate 
employe had entered into an agreement 
with a labor union which favored salary 
increases for postal employes to pay him 
$10,000 to use the influence of his posi- 
tion to have the Senate pass the salary 
increase bill. The labor union, it was 
asserted, paid the Senate employe $2,600 
and later decided: that his services had 
not been sufficiently valuable to justify 
paying him the full amount. There- 
upon, it was asserted, the employe wrote 
a letter threatening to defeat the bill, 
which had not at that time been finally 
acted upon. 


Advised te Call on Police. 


In his cofiferences with Senators over 
this information, President Coolidge 
that a Senate committee 
undertake an investigation of the alle- 
gations, but the President was advised 
by the Senators against that course, 
They held that the more direct way 
would be to place the charges in the 
thands' of the’ police. authorities, with a 
view to prosecution in the criminal 
courts: With this the President agreed, 
and the arrest ‘of the Senate ‘employe 
is expected to follow soon. 

The unanimous agreement reached by 
the Senate to take up the President’s 
veto of the salary increase bill on 
Jan. 6 was arranged by Senator Reed 
of Missouri. When the terms of the 
agreement. were presented to the, Senate 
there was no objection. Senator Edge 
of New Jersey, in’ charge of the bill, 
said he was In sympathy with the agree- 
ment, and -Senator Robinson of Ar- 
kansas; Democratic floor leader, agreed 
with him. ee

first day shall be limited. to one hour 
for, each Sehator who desires to speak, 
and that on the next dnd all subsequent.

WASHINGTON, Dec. 17.—Not since 
Calvin Coolidge became President has he 
been subjected to such bitter criticism as 
was directed against him today ‘in the 
Senate by Senator Norris of Nebraska, 
who said the President. was steering the 
Muscle Shoals property into. Wall Street 
—‘a concession so great that it will 
make Teapot Domé-look like ¢ pinhead.” 
“He added that ‘ane of the greatest in- 
heritances. of unborn g inss*, of 
kn eitizens,** will be 
to the water power trust. Senator 
Curtis, the Republican floor leader, was 
described ag the boatswain of thé Wail 
Street-bound ship, while most , 
crew, Senator: Norris exclaimed, is madé 
up of “Coolidge Republican Senators.’’ 

Senator Norris also asserted that 

“Doh and Sinclair will soon realize 
that they were only pikers.”’ 

He named the General Electric Com- 
pany as the backbone of “the water 
power trust,”’ which, unless.‘curbed, he 
insisted, will some day -enslave the 
American people. 

Senator Underwood was quick to come 
to. the. defénse of the President. ' The 
Alabama Senator said he did not ob- 
Ject. to the charge that he was. ‘‘on 
board the ship’ and working ander the 
commands of the President, and -he was 
giad he could say that Mr. Coolidge and 
himself were in agreement. So far as 
he was aware,.the President, Senator 
Underwood. declared, “has not, ‘as the 
Senator from Nebraska charges, violated 
the Constitution.’ Instead of -being 
damned, the President,. added. Senator 
Underwood, should, as & matter of plain 
justice, be commended for his stand in 
trying to bring to an.end the years: long 
struggle to solve the Muscle Shoals 
problem. 


Says Nerris Is a Populist. 


“Of course, I understand,’’ Senator Un- 
derwood said, and he smiled at the rad- 
icals, ‘‘the school-of thought to. which 
the Senator from Nebraska belongs and 
he is erititled to his viewpoint. I do not 
criticize them. He belongs to a school 
of thought that did not have its birth in 
the Lae, ae Party, and which is con- 
trary to e fundamental principles -of 
the Democratic Party. Their ideals were 
born:on the Western plains when an or- 
ganization sprang up that called itself 
the Populist Party. The Senator be- 
longs to that school of thought. It is 
his right, but I.do not agrée with him.” 

‘There was an unusually large attend- 
ance of Senators when Senator -Norris 
was récognized. Senator Underwood, 
who had an inkling of what was com- 
ing, switched his position so as to face 
the Nebraskan. It was understood that 
any defense of the President would come 
from. Senator. Underwood, and the Pres- 
ident’s.-party followers were entirely 
willing to trust that duty to the Ala- 
bama Democrat. 

Senator Norris began with the asser- 
tion that several Senators who voted 
yesterday with Senator Underwood 
against the Smith amendment would 
vote against the Underwood bill when 
it came to a vote. He charged that a 
combination of powerful forces ‘ was 
operating against the bill as reported 
from. the Committee on Agriculture, 
which called for. practical Government 
operation of the Muscle Shoals plant.

Under this proposal the United States 
would realize only part of her claims— 
realiy less than 30 per cent. actual value 
~-and it is presumed the difference be- 
tween what the American. Government 
would get and what is awarded to Amer- 
ican claimants by the Mixed Clalms 
Commission would be made good by 
Washington instead of the whole amount 
Cue being collected from German prop- 
: erty sequesterdd in America. Thus the 
State Department would preserve both 

the principle of the worth of the Berlin 

Treaty and the principle of not taking 

private property for a public debt. 

Under the Wadsworth agreement. ne- 
gotiated with the Allies beginning last 
year for the collection of $240,000,000, 
the cost of the American Army of Occu- 
pation, it was agreed that this should 
be paid tu the American Government -in 
principle in twelve annual instalments 
of $20,000, 100. In practice these instal- 
ments were to begin when Germany re- 
“sumed cash payments—which she has 
not yet done and will not do for four 
more years—and that during the first 
four years the American $20,000,000 
should have priority up to 25 per cent. 
of the German payments and thereafter 
full priority. On any arrears after the 

» first four years interest at 5 per cent.

Of course, nothing has been realized on 
this agreement, and inasmuch as it pro-

therefore, receive for the next sixteen 
years no more than under existing ar- 
rangement the French find it difficult 
to tell just how much would be the value 
of such an arrangenient. One allied ex- 
pert has calculated America is really 
asking for $80,000,000 instead of $300,- 
000,000, the amount of her claims. 

From the allied point of view this is 
certainly an attractive proposition. Much 
more so than they expected.

LONDON, .Dec.:17:—In the House of 
Commons today Prime Minister Baldwin 
unfolded the economic policy of the Gov- 
ernment, dgaling not merely with 
schemes for direct -relief of unemploy- 
ment’ but also with the future of. the 
Safeguarding of Industries act. . , 

His ‘speech, which made a strong im- 
pression, was a declaration of his faith 
in the future of the British Empire and 
his resolve to bring about those closer 
relations which were desired: not merely 
by the people-of this country but by the 
inhabitants of the empire as a whole. 

He was replying to a Liberal amend- 
ment to the King’s address which re- 
gretted that the King’s speech foreshad- 
owed the introduction- of tariffs and 
preferences. which would increase the 
burden of taation, raise prices, increase 
the cost of liviff¥&, hamper industry and 
reduce emloyment. /fter defeating this 
amendment by a vote of 339 to 161, the 
House adoptéd the King’s address. 


Outlines Economic Program. 


The Prime Minister’s proposals were 
as follows: 

With respect to the safeguarding. of 
industries, he said a bill -would be intro- 
duced ‘next year entitling any industry 
which can prove itself substantial. and 
efficient to general protection against 
unfair competition due. to depreciated 
currency, longer hours of labor or lower 
wages. 

In regard to imperial sieteratios he 
said an imperial economic committee 
would set up terms of preference and 
would ‘‘consider the possibility .of im- 
proving methods of preparing for mar- 
ket and. marketing within the United 
Kingdom food products of the’ overseas 
parts. of the empire with a view to 
increasing the consumption of such prod- 
ucts in the United Kingdom. in prefer- 
ence to imports from foreign countries 
and to promote the interests both of 
producers and consumers.” 

It was estimated that it would be pos- 
sible to allocate the-sum of £1,000,000 a 
year for this object. ‘Phe first articles 
to be remitted would be meat and fruit. 

Dealing with the Imperial Conference, 
he said all the resolutions of the Imper- 
fal Conference which involve the reduc- 
tion of duties would be proaas before 
the House and would be-«included in the 
next budget. 

As to taxes on food, the Proaier said 
there could never be a complete system 
of. preference ‘as it was understood in 
this country until such a time as the 
<oontry consented to have taxes on food, 
by which was méant taxes on food. of 
normal, general and daily consumption. 
Such taxation today was not practical 
politics, he said. 

t was proposed, ‘therefore, that the 
full money equivalent of the advantages 
which would have been conferred on 
the empire in respect of duties which 
were not retained should be devot to 
schemes for sev cones the trade of the 
empire and in the first case of develop- 
ing schemes of ‘marketing. This subject 
could not be touched by taxation, but 
the Prime Minister hoped it was not 
beyond the wit of’man to devise some 
scheme whereb without. taxing the 
food of the British it might be possible 
to alter to some extent the course of 
trade for the benefit of the empire and 
for the benefit of the people of this 
country. 


Sees Emergence From Death Shadow. | 


‘The “Prime Minister dwelt upon. the 
necessity ‘of establishing real peace in 
Europe. Two things he descried on the 
horizon as perhaps Slowly getting better, 
to which attention .must be’ devoted. 
There was commercially the want of 
confidence, but he had hope that the 
execution of the Dawes plan might help 
to stabilize conditions throughout the 
centre of Burope and that there might 
be seen a return of that confidence 
earlier than would have seemed possible 
twelve months ago. 

But there was also the fear of the fu- 
ture, and Mr. Baldwin dealt with this 
in these words: 

‘The people of Europe have but just 
emerged from the Valley of the Shadow 
of Death, and the chill of that dread 
passage *. still in their very bones. 

“Until Europe can feel security, po- 
litical security, I fear we shall not see 
that restoration of complete economic 
conference which is so absolutely nec- 
ressary. Therefore, any Government in 
this country must devote and continue to 
devote with infinite possce thé whole 
of its strength to helping Europe: to re- 

ain its economic con tines and to ban- 
sh the fear of the future by efiadling 
to grow that political confidence to 
which we have not yet attained.’’ 


Bill Won't Be Wedge for Protection. 


After declaring that the Trade Facili- 
ties act and the export credits scheme 
would still stimulate trade, he an- 
nounced the introduction of.a new Safe- 
guarding of Industries bill next year.

Philip Snowden, ‘former Chancellor of

Hanson statéd ‘that the assessment 
against second-class mail.for their>sal- 
aries: is in excess of -12 per. cent. 
“Supervisory Porgy are also paid on 
the same basis,” Said Mr: Hanson in an 
interview, ‘‘and up. to date the news- 
papers have been unable to find the al- 
location of their assessment,’ 


Points to Small Deficit. 


The communication to Senator Oddie 
points ‘out that, according to the Post- 
master General, the net loss to the Post 


Office ._Department. om account of: its 
business for the fiscal year‘ended June 
30, 1924, was. $14;463,976.24. This loss, 
according to the association, represents 
nothing more mor less than the cost of: 
handling pes 3 wg and department- 
‘al mail out of the Washington City Post- 
Office. The association holds that.if the 
free. services of. the post office incident 
to Government business and Government 
policy were discontinued, the department 
woulc be shown to be operating at a 
fine profit and-not at a deficit. 

“These free services,’’ Mr. Hanson 
said, ‘‘in addition to the Congressional 
and departmental mailing privilege, in- 
clude upward of @ year cost 
inefdent to the free circulation privilege 
accorded small ag weekly —news- 
papers, and $15, a ‘year cost inci- 
dent to the handing of favored \ rate 
publications, such as scientific, religious 
and fraternal magazines. On this policy. 
of the Government. the American News- 
paper Publishers’ Assdgiation has no 
criticism to make; but i€ does object to 
having these costs shouldered, onto. the 

Paying users of the-second-class ,mail, to 
as to pile up a deficit agains those who 
pay their way.’

PARIS, Dec. 17.—Ambassador Kras- 
sin’s exact: position is- worrying some 
Frenchmen, who said today that they 
cannot discover what or who he actually 
represents. . According to the official 
documents and letters of eredit which 
were presented last week to President 
Doumergue, the Ambassador represents 
the Executive Committee of the Union 
of ‘Soviet Republics. But according: to 
the”terms: of French recognition, he 
ought to represent the territories of the 
formér empire which have accepted the 
authority of the Soviets, 

The word ‘‘Russia,’’ which is in :the 
French terms of recognition, does not 
appear in the Russian document. The 


importance of this distinction is con- 
siderable. 

Formerly an Ambassador has only 
represented either his country or the 
head .of a certain State. But’ Krassin 
seems to appear to represent. an inter- 
national.group of Soviet republics.

China. and join the union of Moscow, 
Comrade Krassin would automatically 
become its representative here. From

ON BOF ANICAL GARDENS 


Bit Off More Then It Conld Chew, 
Says Landscape Architect, and 
Needs More Funds. 


After an extended study of the New 
York Botanical Garden tn. Bronx Park 
Frederick, Law Olmstead; the landscape

In 
his opening address’ Mr. Hoover made 
a point of the increase of 14 per cent. 
in motor vehicle.accidents during’ the 
last year, as compared with a decréase 
of accidents dne to other, causes, In 
the four years of our Civil War 
110,070 Union soldiers were killed in 
battle or died of wounds. Unless there 
is . stringent regulation. of motor ye- 
hicle traffic in this-country, four years 
of’ fatal casualties on the streets and 
roads\.will soon approach that total. 
The figures in Fox's work, ‘‘.Regi- 
‘* mental Losses in the American Civil 
‘* War,’’ were ‘* carefully révised by 
‘*comparison. with the official records 
‘« at Washington.’’ All the deaths in 
our peaceful civilization occasioned by 
the use of the automobile are prob- 
ably not reported. Last’ year. there 
were 22,600 deaths in accidents on 
streets ahd highways. About 80 per 
cent. occurred in. motor vehicle traf- 
fic. It is’ already known ‘that this 
year’s fatal casualties will exceed 
those of 1923..
